blaze until the local fire department 
arrived, two Boy Scouts 
saved 
the 
Burlington 
county 
almshouse 
and 
barns on the county farm from de­ 
struction, after lightning had ignited 
the big sheep barn during a terrific 
electrical shower. 
The young scouts. 
to whose bravery and knowledge of 
firefighting as taught in their organiza­ 
tion. the highest praise is given today 
by Superintendent Charles A. Bowne, 
are Robert Taylor, leader, and S. Rog­ 
er Oliver of the Fox patrol 
of 
the 
First Burlington Troop. 
A hundred inmates of 
the 
alms­ 
house, most of them aged and en­ 
feebled, and patients in the asylum ad­ 
joining were thrown Into panic by the 
flames that followed the lightning. The 
blaze seemed to menace the entire in­ 
stitution. 
The burning sheep barn, 
filled with hay, was joined by a row 
of sheds to other frame structures and 
within 30 yards was the new $5,000 
barn, one of the finest in the county. 
The scouts, while on a cycling trip, 
had stopped to spend the night with 
Superintendent Bow*ne, a relative of 
one of the lads. 
Taught the science 
of firefighting in their 
scout 
work, 
both boys got into action at the first 
alarm. 
While many of the inmates 
stood about too dazed to 
act, 
the 
scours aided the superintendent in un­ 
reeling the fire hose, and Oliver, with 
one line, scaled the roof of an adjoin­ 
ing barn and directed a stream on the 
flames from above, while Taylor, with 
another stream, fought them from be­ 
low. 
The two streams checked the flames 
on the side adjoining the nearest barns 
until the arrival of the local depart­ 
ment from the nearby village. Taylor 
then gave up his place to a regular 
fireman and calling together a few 
volunteers to ald him, worked his way 
Into the blazing barn, where the bleat­ 
ing of the imprisoned and suffocating 
sheep could 
be heard 
above 
the 
crackle of the flames. 
Creeping 
on 
hands and knees, the courageous lad 
seized sheep after sheep, dragged it to 
the door and passed it to the line of 
men behind him. 
So close were the 
flames that the wool was singed from 
the backs of several of the rescued 
sheep. Only six were left to perish In 
the fire when the heat forced Taylor 
to retreat. 
“It was one of the finest 
acts of 
heroism I have ever witnessed,” said 
Superintendent Bowne.

pastor of the First Baptist church,

Mr. Dinsmore immediately after the 
sensational episode that resulted in 
the resignation of Dr. C. C. Ciss«ll as 
superintendent of the Logansport dis­ 
trict of the Methodist Episcopal con­ 
ference last week, announced the text 
of his sermon Sunday night would be. 
“ Why Preachers Go Wrong.” 


I 
Iii a candid, absorbing flea Tse of 
the subject, before a laigc congrega­ 
tion, lie touched frequently on inci­ 
dents connected with the downfall of 
the Indiana minister and that of C. 
V. T. Richeson who was electrocuted 
recently in Massachusetts. The name 
of neither pastor was mentioned, how­ 
ever. 
Mr. Dinsmore commented in his in­ 
troduction on “what appears to be 
almost an epidemic of preachers go­ 
ing wrong,’ and cited the “unusual 
eagerness manifested in the last year 
by the press to give publicity to their 
downfall.” 
“The 
faithlessness 
of 
preachers, 
however.” he said “is not a modern 
event. 
I need but to cite you Micah 
and Eli and T>avid and Abiathar and 
the priests of the time of Jeremiad 
anti Hose a and Malachi: I need but 
mention the Pharisees of the time of 
Jesus to show you the Bible has many 
records of sued cases.'’ 
The question “Why Does a Preach­ 
er Fall?” was met by the pastor with 
seven direct 
heories. 
Society and its “eagerness to copy 
fashions" is scored mercilessly as one 
of the chief contributions to minis­ 
terial delinquency. 
“Women walk the streets today,” 
he declared, “and many of them come 
from Christia i homes, w ho have not 
clothes enough on to be called decent. 
They do it because it is fashion, and 
fashion is decorating the w’ay to hell. 
“When ChiiStian mothers Ie.- their 
daughters go out in the street with 
dresses so low in the neck, as many 
do: cut so a tort at the bottom, as 
I many wear them, they need not won­ 
der that hell is stirred 
up 
in 
the 
breast of every man who sees them.’ 
As for the causes for the downfall 
of pastors, Mr 
Dinsmore says they 
are because be is human. 
The devil 
is in him. just as ii is in every other 
man. 
“ His temptatons are more subtle 
than those of other men. 
“There are so many women who 
do not seem to know’ the limits of 
frank respect for those 
who 
have 
helped them in some way. 
“There are rome women who, he 
cause they are either losing lope for 
future bliss or because 
they 
have 
been disappeared in their marriage, 
seem to want to make some pastor 
their confidant, forgetting that he is 
always a man. 
“Too m an/ men are gelt! is into 
the m i n i s t r y who are weak morally. 
.No man has any business there un­ 
less he finds he is able s u c c e s s f u l l y 
to fight that that is in his own na­ 
ture.”
